It was Latin American party night

Gully responded by pressing a lot higher 
up the park forcing South into increased 
turnovers as Jeff Fleming and Andy Vargas 
tried to lift their team. Coach John Anas- 
tasiadis tried to freshen up a tiring midfield 
by introducing Bill Natsioulas and George 
Tzirtis. 

On 75 minutes Oliveira turned inside Fak 
after receiving a Nelson flick on, and struck 
a 25 meter right foot shot which cannoned 
off Schwalger’s left upright. 

Kevin Nelson capped a fine individual 
performance when he outsprinted a tiring 
Zoran Markovsky and kept his composure 
to slot the ball inside Schwalger’s near post 
in the 84th minute. 

At the other end Sander’s header from 
a Brandon Vassallo cross to the far post 
cleared the upright. Fleming also powered 
a header straight into Dean Anasasiadis’s 
arms. 

The win consolidates South’s position in 
the top six and leaves the reigning cham- 
pion Green Gully further adrift of the six.

BLUES IN DIRE STRAITS AND BEGIN TO FEEL THE HEAT 


SUNSHINE has leapfrogged Fawkner/ 
Whittlesea on the Vodafone Cup ladder 
after scoring a 3-1 victory in a bruis- 
ing encounter at Chaplin Reserve on 
Sunday. 

A double from Mark Draycott helped the 
Georgies to their second win in a row 
while the Blues slumped to their eighth 
loss in 13 appearances. 

Both sides went into the match desperate 
for the three points after disappointing first 
halves of the season. 

After a cautious opening few minutes 
Sunshine signalled its intent to attack when 
Dusko Delic sprung forward with a dan- 
gerous midfield run, and his powerful low 
shot just fizzed past the upright. 

It was the best chance of the first 15 
minutes as both sides looked to gain the 
midfield ascendancy.

Among a sea of flaying arms and legs, 
Draycott got boot to ball and watched as it 
dribbled past Fawkner goalkeeper Steven 
Tilovski. The goal was the only difference 
between the sides as the referee blew for 
half time, but the game was still well and 
truly up for grabs. 

Sunshine started the second period as it did 


the first, enjoying most of the possession in 
its forward half and looking the team most 
likely to score. 

The Blues’ forwards were finding the going 
tough, and coach John Markovski rolled 
the dice by replacing defender Mark Vaz- 
zochi for striker Ricky Chillico. Markovski 
injected himself into the play shortly after, 
partnering Tsiorlas up front. 

But the tactics failed at first as the Geor- 
gies continued to do most of the attacking. 
In the 63rd minute a corner taken by Vasko 
Trpcevski was struck into a dangerous 
position in the Blues’ penalty area, causing 
plenty of panic among the defenders. 

After several blocked shots, the Fawkner 
defence prevailed and the danger was 
again averted. 

After a sustained period of attack, Sun- 
shine fans rejoiced as the second goal was 
scored midway though the half. 

Substitute Trent Waterson found space on 
the right flank and pulled his shot into the 
post, but Draycott was on hand to smash 
home the rebound and make it 2-0. 

Any chance of a late comeback was 
quashed 10 minutes from time when Fidel 
Richards netted the sealer, again after some 
fine work out wide from Draycott.

Such a result would have been unheard of some 
10-15 years ago when our Youth National Teams 
were playing a leading role at the World Cup Fi- 
nals. 


It is vital that this area be addressed immediate- 
ly, as we no longer have the luxury of qualify- 
ing to the World Cup Finals by playing teams in 
the Oceania Group, we now have to qualify via 
Asia, whose teams are much stronger. 


Personally, I have never been a fan of develop- 
ing players via Institutes of Sport, such as the 
AIS or VIS. These Institutes may provide more 
regular training sessions, but they lack competi- 
tive games for the players, and by competitive 
games, I mean games for league points, opposed 
to friendly games that the VIS as one example, 
play each week against Premier League oppo- 
nents. 


Looking at the Australian Under 20 Squad, it 
consists of 17 of the 24 man squad being players 
from the Australian Institute of Sport. 


These players have been selected as being Aus- 
tralia’s elite Youth Players, and as such, are part 
of an extensive training program at the AIS, 
whose aim is to develop these players further. 


I have always believed that players at Institute’s 
lack the experience required to play at the Na- 
tional Level, as they do not play regularly week 
in, week out in either the A-League, or the vari- 
ous State Premier leagues. 


Food for thought for the Administrators of the 
game at both National and Local levels, Youth 
Soccer in Australia is in need of a complete over- 
haul. Big statement you may say, results or lack

of them speak for themselves, and right now, the 
Australian National Youth teams are not getting 
the required results. 


Winning Teams after getting the desired result in 
a game, usually sing a club song together, after 
the game. 


If Thad a dollar for every club that uses the Celt- 
ic Club song of “It’s a Grand Old Team”, I would 
be able to retire with my assistants on a sunny 
Greek Island! 


It seems that 99.9% of clubs sing this song af- 
ter a Victory. There are some clubs though who 
have shown some originality and come up with 
their own club songs. 


Clifton Hill have used the AFL team, Rich- 
mond’s, club song and changed the lyrics to 
suit their club name. Northcote City is another 
example who use North Melbourne’s club song 
and have changed the lyrics also.

The Premiership has just concluded and a cloud of controversy has 
swept over the English game; Spurs bout of food poisoning hindered 
their quest for Champions league football ahead of their final game 
against West Ham, Steve McClaren was unveiled as Sven’s mediocre 
second choice replacement, and the most topical subject throughout 
England is the surprise inclusion of Theo Walcott into England’s

It’s not just because he is 17, or has only scored four goals in the Champi- 
onship to his name, or the fact that he has never played in the Premiership 
despite being part of Arsenal’s squad.

Taking Rooney is controversial, as even if England progress to the later 
stages when the striker recovers from his broken foot, surely the team who 
had progressed that far should continue? 

Arsene Wenger obviously thinks highly of Theo Walcott, enough to be 
prepared to pay £12m for his services, yet not enough to play him, or put 
him on the bench during the season.

LIVERPOOL TAKES SEVENTH CUP IN 


CARDIFF, 13 May - Normally one man is designated a hero in 

a football match, but Liverpool had two on Saturday as Steven 
Gerrard and José Reina lifted Liverpool to a 3-1 penalty-shootout 
victory over West Ham United in the FA Cup final after a thrilling 
3-3 draw. 

Trailing by a goal in the dying stages, Gerrard hit a cracking shot to level 
the match at 3-3, and a hit post late in extra time by West Ham sent it to 
penalties where Reina saved three efforts in the victory. 

The Hammers, who dominated early, were the first on the scoreboard in 
at Millennium Stadium on 21 minutes as a cross in on the ground by Lio- 
nel Scaloni was touched past Reina by Reds defender Jamie Carragher, 
gifting West Ham a deserved lead. 

Seven minutes later, the man of the match at that point Dean Ashton 
made it 2-0, poking in the rebound after Reina spilled an effort by Mat- 
thew Etherington. 

Liverpool, though, were not to roll over and Djibril Cissé pulled them 
back within a goal after 32 minutes with a thunderous volley off of 
Gerrard’s pass. Both sides then threatened the goals after that, but the 
match went to the break at 2-1 to the Hammers. 

Nine minutes after the restart, Liverpool found themselves level as skip- 
per Gerrard fires home after Peter Crouch got his head to a corner kick. 
That joy for Reds fans would soon turn to gloom, however. 


Ten minutes later, West Ham 
snatched back the lead as Paul 
Konchesky inadvertently hit a deep 
ball up and over Reina into the 
corner of the goal for a 3-2 lead. 

It was a fluke at best, but it was 
enough to bring the Hammers fans 
back to life. 

With Liverpool players, including 
Gerrard, succumbing to cramps 

as the match got into the latter 
stages, it apppeared unlikely that 
an equalizer would come. Enter 
Mr. Gerrard. 

With 89 minutes played, the Eng- 
land international grabbed what 
looked like a harmless ball over 30 
yards from goal, but he unleashed 
a powerful drive that eluded goal- 
keeper Shaka Hislop, sending the 
match to extra time. 

EXTRA TIME 

The first half of extra time was 
quite uneventful as players were 
grasping to find energy, but the sec- 
ond frame came alive as Fernando 
Morientes nearly got on the end of a ball in by Mohamed Sissoko, but 
Hislop was able to gather at the last chance. 

Then, with one minute to play before penalties, a header in on goal by 
Nigel Reo-Coker had to be pushed onto the post by Reina. Then, a failed 
clearance led to another chance by Marlon Harewood, but his shot went 
wide, forcing penalSties. 

PENALTY SHOOTOUT 

Liverpool got the proceedings underway with substitute Dietmar Hamann 
scoring before Reina and Hislop saved efforts from Bobby Zamora and 
Sami Hyypia. Teddy Sheringham then stepped up and leveled the shoot- 
out at 1-1 after two rounds. 

Gerrard made no mistake with his spot kick to make it 2-1, and Reina 
gave Liverpool the edge with a save off of goalscorer Konchesky’s spot 
kick. John Arne Riise’s successful attempt meant West Ham had to score, 
but Reina again saved off of Anton Ferdinand to claim their seventh FA 
Cup victory and first since 2001.

GLASGOW, 13 May- Minnows Gretna gave Hearts all they wanted and

Premier League side won the 2005/06 Scottish Cup 4-2 on penalties over 
the Division Two champions.

In the 39th minute, Hearts finally made the breakthrough as Skacel found 
himself open at the far post from a deep throw-in and he volleyed past 
Main and celebrated a 1-0 lead with the Hearts faithful. 

Three minutes into the second half, Gretna had a glorious chance to 
equalize as Steve Tosh took a nice ball in from James Grady, but his fin- 
ish ended up narrowly wide of Gordon’s goal. 

Roman Bednar should have done better in the 68th minute when he 
caught Main off of his line, but the Czech saw his effort go high of the 
goal. That came back to cost Hearts seven minutes later. 

Gretna’s John O’Neil was brought down in the area under the challenge 
of Cesnauksis, and although McGuffie had his effort from the spot saved 
by Gordon, he was first to the rebound and tucked it home. 

Paul Hartley missed a chance on a volley three minutes later and Gordon 
had to be alert to avert danger six minutes from time as McGuffie was 
bearing down on him looking for a winning goal. 

EXTRA TIME 

Six minutes in, Michal Pospisil found his countryman Skacel for a shot 
on goal, but again Main is left to thank his goalpost as the woodwork 
denies Hearts the go-ahead goal. 

Hartley then missed just wide on a free kick as the first half of extra time 
came to a close, and Gretna’s defense held firm the rest of the way with 
both teams tired to force extra time. 

The shootout would have to be played without Hartley, however, as the 
Hearts set piece specialist was sent off late on for his second yellow card. 
PENALTY SHOOTOUT 

Steven Pressley, Robbie Neilson and Skacel converted for Hearts and 
Grady and Mark Birch kept pace for the underdogs before a poorly-taken 
effort by Derek Townsley was saved by Gordon, leaving the Edinburgh 
side 3-2 up. 

After Pospisil put Hearts up 4-2 with a well-placed shot, Skelton had to 
score for Gretna, but he sent his shot off the crossbar, leaving the trophy 
to be lifted by Hearts for the seventh time.
